downfall. 
It soothes the amour propre of 
the French to be able to say—with ever bo 
great an element of fiction in the saying—that 
they were rather betrayed by their masters 
than conquered by the Prussians, in the late 
war. 
A man of long thoughts and profound 
capacity for special attachm ents has little 
reason to expect permanent popularity in 
France. 
If tile result at Sodun hail lieeu the 
reverse of what it was, the exiled Marshal 
would not only have kept outside of stone 
walls, but would have found fuvor with that 
fountain of erratic feeling, denominated the 
heart of France. 
As it was, and is, bad luck 
is criminal and to be beaten i3 treachery—no 
m atter how emphatically the technical decis­ 
ion of the court might fail to find u luau like 
Bazaioe guilty of premeditated treason. Well, 
the Marshal has three things to comfort his 
solitude—the presence of his family, Hie odor 
of flowers, and the memory of th** Man in the 
Iron Mask.

the 
completest 
triumphs 
of 
Ills 
art. 
Of those facts the lecturer cannot be 
blam od for being aware. Yet variety, publicly 
evinced—whether Mr. Harte evinced it or not, 
Is always damaging if not fatal to a man.

woman may show a little of It without preju­ 
dice to n worthy performance; as perhaps 
Mrs. Scott-Slddons does in connection with 
her admirable readings. 
This lady excited a 
good deal of natural admiration by her pretty 
by-playlug with her books and papers which lay 
upon the table before her, as she busied her­ 
self with turning the familiar leaves in the 
Intervals between her selections. 
Now, as 
men, we must be allowed to disclaim being 
jealous of a better favored man than ourselves 
as women are jealous of each other. 
It Is 
our observation that men are more ready to 
proclaim their admiration of the occasional 
Appollo3 among their sex than the fair ones 
are to praise the surpassing beauty of Venus 
and Diana when seen among them. 
No; Mr. 
Ilarte’s attractive personnel was pleasant to 
us, and as he delivered his well-wrought sen­ 
tences of introduction we certainly wished he 
might Increase their cflect upon Hie audience 
by exhibiting also t bellower and magnetism 
of the orator.

When he docs this the unlettered 
hermit becomes a flaming prophet; and, neg­ 
lecting it, the cultured scholar Is a polished 
bore and the philosopher a prattling egotist.

This fact 
thrills our inmost being with a half-defined 
horror. What, good Heaven, what would re­ 
sult if all the newspaper employes in the 
United States should suddenly and with one 
accord impose the same condition upon the 
owners of the press here? The only plank 
* which would then intervene between the pa­ 
pers and utter ruin would be Secretary Rich­ 
ardson’s smiling recommendation and assur­ 
ance—“ Pay in paper, gentlemen, pay in pa 
per; for paper well believed in ¡3 just as good 
as gold.” 
Won’t Plymouth Church and all the other 
churches interested in the fusillade of eccle 
siastical letter-writing which has perplexed 
Brooklyn and the rest of mankind for months 
kindly give us a rest ? The excellent brethren 
composing those disagreeing and tumultuous 
bodies have managed to stand right square 
upon the object-glass of the public telescope 
ever since last spi ing. Bowen, Beecher and 
Tilton have alternated with Tilton, Bowen and 
Beecher until the world at large knows but lit 
tie more about the gist of the quarrel than 
they seem to know themselves. On Friday the 
Beecher people had what we hope will prove 
to be the very la3t set-to on the question— 
whatever the question rnny chance to be, 
And inasmuch, to our regret and their own

a political miscalculation is doomed to await 
the slow tramp of the years away. 
Not the 
least bitter drop in the cup of ill-fortune com 
mended to the lips of this man is the fact 
the exultation of his couutrymcn over his 
downfall. It soothc3 the amour propre 
the French to be able to say—with over so 
great an element of fictiou in the saying—that 
they were rather betrayed by their master 
than conquered by the Prussians, in the late 
war. A mau of long thoughts and profound 
capacity for special attachments has little 
reason to expect permanent popularity 
France. If the result at Sedan had been the 
reverse of what it was, the exiled Marshal 
would not only have kept outside of stone 
walls, but would have found favor with that 
fountain of erratic feeling, denominated the 
heart of France. As it was, and is, bad luck 
is criminal and to bo beaten is treachery—no 
matter how emphatically the technical decis 
ion of the court might fail to find a man like 
Bazaine guilty of premeditated treason. Well 
the Marshal has three things to comfort his 
solitude—the presence of his family, the odor 
of flowers, and the memory of (he Man In the 
Iron Mask. 


Mi'. Harte is a handsome man, to whose 
personal attractions his tailor has add­ 
ed 
the completest triumphs 
of 
his 
art. Of these facts the lecturer cannot be 
blamed for being aware. Yet variety, publicly 
evinced—whether Mr. Harte evinced it or not, 
is always damaging if not fatal to a man. A 
woman may show a little of it without preju­ 
dice to a worthy performance; as perhaps 
Mrs. Scott-Siddons does in connection with 
her admirable roadings. This lady excited a 
good deal of natural admiration by her pretty 
by-playing with lierbooks and papers which lay 
upon the table before her, as she busied her­ 
self with turning the familiar leaves iu the 
intervals between her selections. Now, as 
men, we must be allowed to disclaim being 
jealous of a better favored man than ourselves 
as women ore lealons of each other. It is 
our observation that men are more ready to 
proclaim their admiration of the occasional 
Appo!lo3 among their sex than the fair ones 
are to praise the surpassing beauty of Venus 
and Diana when seen among them. No; Mr. 
Harte’s attractive personnel was pleasant to 
us, and as he delivered his well-wrought sen­ 
tences of introduction we certainly wished he 
might Increase their eflect upon the audience 
by exhibiting also the power and magnetism 
of the orator. This he did not do. For lack 
of this Mr. Harte disappointed the expecta­ 
tions of the many while he fully satisfied the 
tastes of the esthetic few. 
Since writing the preceding paragraphs we 
have been told that the lecturer of Friday 
evening 
is, 
in 
his private 
associa­ 
tion with his friends, one oí the most 
unassuming of men—one whom a sudden and 
somewhat extended notoriety lias failed to 
spoil. Iu opposition to this representation we 
have not a word to say; only it leaves behind 
the unfortunate fact that to those not familiar 
with him personally he will continue to give 
the impression of administering patronage 
with elegant diction to the common people in 
his elaborate addresses. We have thus far 
said so much more about Mr. Harte himself 
than we intended at the outset to do that but 
little opportunity remains in which to draw 
the obvious lesson. 
No lecturer or public 
speaker of any sort will succeed as such who 
caunot or will not establish an intimate sym­ 
pathy between himself and his hearers. This 
cauuot be done in any other way than by real 
or—in the case of a capital actor—at least 
apparent, self-forgetfulness on his part. When 
Sir Gallahad wanted to go forth in quest of the 
Holy Grail he sat for an instant in the chair 
that Merlin made, and found the power to see 
the blood-red cup sliding down upon the sun 
beam by meaus of a loss of self and all self- 
seeking. An orator or reader can see into the 
hearts of his audience as though their bodies 
were made of glass if lie will forget his voice, 
his reputation, his name and his dress—not 
otherwise. When ho does this the unlettered 
hermit becomes a flaming prophet; and, lie, 
lecting it, the cultured scholar is a polished 
bore and the philosopher a prattling egotist.

The much lauded quality of geniality is 
sometimes discovered in anomalous situation 
From a railroad conductor or steamboat cap­ 
tain back to the deplored memory of the mon­ 
keys of Artemus Ward, Showman, if we may 
judge from the high terms in which penny-a- 
liners speak of it, geniality is the consummate 
flower of Christian character. We have hith­ 
erto conceived of geniality as the possible at­ 
tribute of various beiugs purely in their social 
capacity. We have supposed its manifesta­ 
tions to be necessarily restricted to speech, 
facial expression, or to some other of the dif­ 
ferent ways in -which fellow travelers to the 
grave enjoy themselves in a merely human 
and non-professional fashion before llieir fa­ 
miliar places forget them. What, then, was 
our astonishment and gratification on learn­ 
ing from an indisputable authority—the musi­ 
cal critic of the Times—that geniality veg­ 
etated on uo such “ narrow neck o[ land.” 
Even a violinist—a fiddler—may be genial, 
considered only as a speechless scraper of 
apotheosized cat-gut. Weiniawski is “ gen­ 
ial;” so says the musical man as aforesaid.— 
How he does it we may not know until we 
hear him play and see him “ beam.” This 
“ geniality ” of his is declared to be spontan­ 
eous and natural; neither does he charge any­ 
thing extra on account of it. The perplexing 
involutions of Pagauini’s music are not so la - 
byrintbine as to entangle and retain this high­ 
est of qualifications in a violin virtuoso. Let 
us rejoice. Camilla Urso is a great player— 
but in public she is a3 sedate as a wax figure 
of Queen Victoria. How much better for the 
expertest bow if there be an additional “ g ’’ 
string to the long-suflering fiddle. 


A W ord A bout O ratory. 
The manner in which Mr. Bret liarte gave 
Lis lecture on the “Argonauts of ’49” at 
Washington Hall on Friday evening last sug­ 
gests two or three reflections as to the com­ 
parative merit and eflect of ditlercnt styles of 
public speech. The question, “What consti­ 
tute» an orator?” is as difficult to answer as the 
companion query, "What is eloquence?” Into 
the elaborate discussion of neither of these 
can we enter here and now; they iuvolve too 
much and necessitate too voluminous illustra­ 
tions for a newspaper article. But Harte’s 
lecture—and lecture is really not the word 
which best characterizes his performance— 
was a special success and a popular failure. 
Its success was mostly limited bv the number 
of people present who had good ears and a 
cultivated appreciation of carefully polished 
sentences, ornate only with classical simplici­ 
ty. We say good oar3, for Mr. liarlo was re­ 
ticent of his tine voice to the verge of frequent 
inaudibility. We should hardly like to assert 
that his vocal pianissimo wa3 grounded iu 
intense self-consciousness and affected indif- 
ferentism—though at times his entire pose 
unpleasantly indicated that presumption.— 
Neither should we care to make the express 
charge that his repeated leanings beside and 
upon the reading-desk were the graceful re­ 
sult oí preliminary posturing before a pier- 
glass—although certain uncharitable minds 
might bavo suspected as much.

Washington, Jan. 3.—The United States 
and Mexican Commission has decided with n 
the past two months one hundred cases, in­ 
cluding an adverse decision in the case of Dan­ 
iel E. Woodhouse against Mexico, known as 
the Teliauntepec claim, for $50,000,000 dam­ 
ages. The claim of Mexico for $27,000,000 
on account of damages from Indian incursions 
is now iu the hands of Sir Edward Thornton, 
the umpire, the American and Mexican Cora 
missioners being divided in opinion. Mexico 
claims that under the treaty of Guadaloupe 
Hidalgo the United States pledged themselves 
to forcibly restrain Indian incursions into her 
territory and that whenever such raids could 
not be prevented the Indians should be pun­ 
ished bv our government and satisfaction for 
the same exacted. The United States insist 
that our government could not promise to do 
for Mexico more than it was required to do 
for its own citizens, and therefore uo damages 
could be claimed. Should the umpire decide 
against Mexico in the case Mexico will present 
the same principle as an answer to the Uuitod 
States for claims of damages to citizens of 
Texas, growing out of tlm incursions of Mex 
ienns.

After the morning hour iu the 
House the consideration of the supplementary 
civil rights 6ill will be resumed as the special 
order and will be debated on Monday and 
Tuesday, on the latter day till 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, when the discussion will close 
Stephens of Georgia and Lamar of Mississippi 
are expected to speak against the bill, which 
its friends say, will undoubtedly pass. 
th e great unconfirm ed. 
The Supreme Court resumes business to 
morrow. There are no developments with 
regard to the Chief Justiceship, though the 
preponderance of opinion now is that Wil 
liams will be confirmed. 
TIIE APPROPRIATIONS. 
The House Committee ou Appropriations 
have had four meetings during the recess and 
considered tho army, Indian, fortification and 
navy appropriation bills. 
Though none of 
them have yet been perfected every item has 
been cut down to the lowest possible figure 
The Senate Judiciary Committee have had 
several meetings at the residence of Senator 
Edmunds and considered the bankrupt bill. 
Yesterday they met at the capital and further 
discussed that measure with a view of per 
feeling and reporting it to tho Senate at an 
early day. 
The estimates of the Light House Hoard 
have been cut down about one-half. 
THE SPANISH COUP D'ETAT. 
Ii was not supposed the Castelar govern 
ment would bo of long continuance, but the 
coup d'etat of Gen. Pavia excited much sur­ 
prise in diplomatic and other circles. Specu 
lations are freely expressed as to the future 
and the general opinion is that the republican 
cause has been damaged, but official informa 
tion thus far received is of so meagre a char­ 
acter as to afford no basis for reliable com 
ment. The Castelar government had durin 
the Virginius negotiation repeatedly declared 
not only its friendlines toward the United 
States but its desire to draw still closer 
the relations of the two countries, and 
our government evinced a like amia 
ble feeling toward Spain, even taking ne­ 
gotiations out of tho bands of Sickles iu order 
to be in better accord with the Castelar gov 
ernmeut. The friends of that government in 
congressional and executive circles regard re 
cent event3 iu Spain as likely to delay the 
promised reforms in the Antilles and to pre 
vent such negotiations through General Cush 
ing as would tend to tho pacification of Cuba 
and Porto Rico and at the same time pro­ 
tect American interests iu Cuban waters from 
the arrogance and outrages to which they bavo 
been so frequently subjected. 
THE LATEST. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—Official advi­ 
ces couflrm the main features of Madrid dis­ 
patches, but add that Pavia is to be court-mar- 
tialled for rebellion and that his supporters 
have been disarmed. 


P IT T SB U R G ’S T H IE V E S. 
L arceny of V a lu a b le D ocum ent. 
Pittsburo, Pa., Jan. 3.—John Rose, late 
Secretary, and W. n. Kennedy, Civil Engineer 
of the Water Commission were arrested last 
night charged with larceny [of valuable pub­ 
lic documents. A package which Kennedy had 
under his arm when arrested is alleged to 
contain the bond record and ledger of the 
Water Commissioners, which wore reported as 
missing.

B ro o k ly n A ffairs. 
A lbany, Jan. 4.—Colonel Julian Allen, of 
tho Brooklyn Committee of Fifty, is hero look­ 
ing after the interests of the reforms in that 
city. He has excited much interest by recit­ 
ing the case of District Attorney Britton, now 
in the hands of the Governor, to members of 
the Legislature and others. Colonel Allen in­ 
sists] that] it is imperatively necessary for the 
Committee of Fifty to accomplish the work 
they are engaged in; that Mr. Britton should 
be removed. 


LAR G E F IR E IN P H IL A D E L P H IA . 
L ons T w o H u n d red T h ou san d D olla rs. 
P h iladelphia, Jan. 4.—To-night a fire 
broke out in the bone black building attached 
to the sugar refinery of McKean, Newhall A 
Borie on LaGrange place, between Second 
and Third and Market and Arch streets. The 
building was seven stories high and sixty feet 
square and attached to the sugar refinery 
proper by iron bridges. The building was to­ 
tally destroyed,-with the contents, consisting 
valuable machinery and material. The flames 
were confined to the buildiug in which they 
originated. It is impossible to estimate the 
loss, which will probably be about $200,000 
and which is covered by insurance. Chief 
Engineer Johnson was severely injured in the 
right leg by a ladder. The same building was 
destroyed by fire two years ago.

Mem phis, Jan. 4.—Last week Matthew Glid- 
well, residing in Madison counly, Tenn., went 
home laboring under ail attack of mania a 
potu, quarreled with his wife and struck her 
over the head with a gun, inflicting a proba­ 
bly fatal wound. He also knocked down liis 
daughter, aged nine years, with the same 
weapon and threatened to cut her throat. 
The daughter escaped to the woods and there 
meeting a Mr. Gibson, who was out shooting, 
told her story. Gibson started back with the lit­ 
tle girl and was met by Glidwell, who threat­ 
ened to kill him. Gibson retreated, followed by 
Glidwell, until the former was forced to shoot, 
seriously wounding Glidwell. The latter and 
daughter will probable recover but tlie wife 
will die.

Winched claims Hinkly

jury duly summoned.

Turner, Jr., appearing for the complainant, 
while Andrew DelntnaD-r and Simon Hinkly, 
who calls himself “ Old Parker," appeared a* 
counsel for tile prisoner.

A K iu g s to n in n o n H i* T ra v e ls . 
Dr. Iveyser was not troubled with sea-sick- 
ncss during his voyage to Aspinwall, though 
the other passeugers disappeared iu their 
state-rooms a few hours after tho vessel sailed. 
The ship used canvas as well as steam, and 
made from 250 to 275 miles per day. At times 
tho sea was so rough the waves would break 
over the guards,enter some of the state-rooms 
and smash the crockery by the wholesale. On 
the fifth day they sailed close to the island of 
Cuba, and the Doctor had a line view of the 
island, also of a Spanish man-of-war that was 
cruising near. At Aspinwall the weather was 
not very warm or cold, but there seemed to be 
plenty of rain. The passengers crossed the 
isthmus by rail, a distance of forty-seven miles. 
Lemons as large as good-sized apples were 
picked oil' the trees near one of the stations, 
while oranges could be found iu abundance. 
Both bananas and oranges were very plenti­ 
ful, selling, llio oranges at twenty cents and 
bananas at twelve ceuts per dozen.

D e d ic a tio n o í th e A fric a n ’ I. E . Z io n 
C hurch. 
The building of the African M. E. Zion 
Church situated on Bowery street near Union 
avenue, was rededicated on Sunday, after 
having been enlarged and undergone a tlior. 
ough renovation and improvement. Whoever 
designed the interior had great taste, as it is 
one of the prettiest churches for a small one 
in the city, if not in all the river towns; the 
Bishop in his sermon pronouncing it the su­ 
perior or any other iu the denomination. The 
pews are flnffly grained, and the ceiling paint­ 
ed in panels with a very pleasing eflect. The 
neat little gallery, slightly curved at one end, 
is located over the entrance, and back of tho 
pulpit is a small recess. Three chandeliers of 
neat pattern hang from the ceiling, while the 
pulpit and gallery are lighted from brackets. 
The seats are without doors and arc free. 
The furnishing of the church has been done by 
the Ladies' Mite Society. 
At the dedication of the church there were 
present the Right Rev. Joseph J. Clinton, 
Bishop of the Conference, Presiding Elder 
Kennedy, Pastor of the Church, and Rev. A. 
Jackson, Pastor of the New Paltz Zion Church. 
Rev. J. J. Dean, of thcRondout M. E. Church, 
being present was also invited to conduct the 
responsive portion of the dedicatory exercises. 
Rev. Mr. Jackson ottered prayer, and after 
singiug the Bishop delivered a very fine ser- 
moD, the theme of which was tho presence of 
God. It was full of poetic imagery, clothed 
in elegaut language, in some portions emo­ 
tional, and in others argumentative, and in 
still others plain and practical. In referring 
to God's revealing himself to Moses he alluded 
to God’s being the deliverer of the oppressed, 
aud made a thrilling reference to the deliver­ 
ance of America from slavery, which brought 
out a chorus of aniens. In closing he said he 
was about to dedicate the church, aud wanted 
to know if they wished him to dedicate it to 
God. lie said lie was sick of dedicating 
churches to God that were afterwards used 
for fair9 and festivals, or political meetings, 
and in which he had even heard the name of 
the Almighty used profanely. If he dedicated 
it he said he wanted them to keep it for God, 
and if they were not inclined to do so they 
must get somebody else to do It. The Bishop 
is a man of fine personal presence, dignified 
appearance, and has a rich, full and powerful 
voice, and especially excels in reading. Ho 
evidently speaks his mind freely, as by some 
mistake the choir having sung a different 
hymn from the one aunounced, he said as 
soon as they sat down he-desired to have the 
hymn he had selected sung, and would ask 
the congregation to do it, whereupon he led 
off and the whole assemblage followed. 
After the sermon the Bishop announced that 
an effort would be made to raise some portion 
of the debt, which was stated to bo $2,180. 
In about half an hour something over $300 
was raised, which was very good considering 
the poor circumstances of all the members! 
The Bishop then dedicated the church in a very 
solemu and impressive manner. In the even­ 
ing services were also held and the Lord’s 
Sapper administered. 


A S h o k a n L a w S u it. 
The Sbokan people were in great fidgets a 
few days ago in expectation oí having a fine 
entertainment in the trial of one Darwin Hink- 
ly for assault and battery. It seems that 
Hinkly on election day got into a row with 
Hiram J. Wincbell.lu which Wlnchell was bat­ 
tered qnito badly. Wlnchell claims Hinkly 
took the advantage of him, and ever since 
that time has itched, if we may so speak, to 
get hold of Hinkly, when he would no doubt 
have shown him the exact tension of his mus­ 
cles. Hinkly, however, notwithstanding many 
pleasant invitations sent by Wlnchell, refused 
to leave his stronghold, being pretty well sat­ 
isfied with the affair, at least so far as he was 
concerned. Finally a complaint was made 
for assault and battery and a warrant issued 
by Justice John R. Fraker and put in the 
bauds of Constable Conover with orders to 
bring the prisoner dead or alive before the 
high tribunal of Shokan justice. 
Couorer 
having heard a great deal about tho prowess 
of Hinkly, and determining todo his duty like 
a man, prepared himself for the worst. That 
is, he made his will, then borrowed two shot 
guns, a bayonet and an old sword, bought 
several pounds of ammunition, and with this 
small arsenal in his cutter started for the 
mountains. On the way he reinforced himself 
with one Wes Carman, an individual noted for 
his courage,and skill in military tactics. In’duc 
tune they arrived at Castle Hinkly, and care­ 
fully surrounding the place demanded the oc- 
pant’s surrender. Hinkly, catching sight of 
the ordnance, caved, and was triumphantly 
carried to Shokan. The case was then put 
down for the next day at 12 o’clock and a 
jury duly summoned. At the hour the jury 
aud prisoner were present, while the lawyers 
were also on hand—Gideon Ilill aud Benjamin 
Turner, Jr., appearing for the complainant, 
while Andrew Delamator and Simon Hinkly, 
who calls himself “ Old Parker,” appeared as 
counsel for the prisoner. The Justice, how­ 
ever, having forgotten the hour of trial, came 
not. lie was sent for, but when lie arrived— 
about 1 o’clock—aud called his court, the 
prisoner had disappeared. 
Diligent search 
was made, but Hinkly being fleet of foot 
evaded all their efforts to recapture him, and 
Anally the court, jury, lawyers and the great 
crowd of spectators left for their homes in dis­ 
gust at being cheated out of their fees os well 
as a first-class entertainment. 


A n Im p o rta n t C ase D ecid ed . 
The Troy Pres3 says: “ C. P. Collier, Esq.- 
of Hudson, Referee, has aunounced his de­ 
cision in the case of Mary Hawley against the 
New Jersey Steamboat Company, aud reported 
in favor of tho plaintiff for $3,000 and costs. 
The action arose in the following manner: On 
Oct. 28, 1865, the plaintiff (then Mrs. Cnnniug- 
liam) took passage on the steamboat St. John 
for New York. When near New York one of 
the boilers of the St. John burst, and a large 
number of passengers were killed and badly 
scalded. 
The plaintiff’s husband and two 
children died from the eficcts of tho scalds re­ 
ceived, and the plaintiff was confined to the 
house for many months, aud will never per­ 
manently recover. In November, I860, a set­ 
tlement was made between defendant and 
plaintiff, as administratrix of her husband's 
estate, by which the latter received $5,000 in 
full for all claims against the defendant on ac­ 
count of injuries sustained by her husband 
and children. 
In 1868 the plaintiff com­ 
menced an action against the defendant for 
her personal injuries, alleging negligence on 
the part of the company in not properly brac­ 
ing their boilers. The company denied the 
negligence, and alleged that Mr. Hawley’s 
claim was included iu the settlement made in 
1SG6. The referee finds that this was not so, 
and that the company was negligent in 
not sufficiently bracing the boiler. 
The case 
has been vigorously contested during these 
fire years, and a vast amount of testimony 
taken. Townsend & Browne for plaintiff, and 
W. P. Prentice for defendant. The case will 
probably be carried to the Court of Appeals, 
but in view cf the decision in the Caldwell 
ease, which aroso out of the same accident, 
there can be hardly any doubt that the court 
will affirm the decision.”

The woods are full of this 
game, and a man who can stand a tramp 
through the snow up the mountains is pretty 
sure of a good mess. These birds are very 
fat, and keep on the dry places along ledges 
of rocks against the sides of the mountain. 
They must be hunted with a good long-legged 
dog, when they will take to a tree and can be 
shot easily. A dog with short legs is of but little 
account because lie can't get around in the 
deep snow, while a dog with long shaggy hair 
is still worse. The snow sticks to the hair, 
and after a tramp of a few miles that dog be­ 
gins to think life is undesirable, for the weight 
of suow is worse than the load of sin Banyan's 
Pilgrim carried on his back.
